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MAGAZINE NOTES 


Atlantic Monthly for November, 1932, is the ‘‘Dia- 
mond Jubilee Issue” of this famous New England 
periodical, and a part of the edition is put out in a 
facsimile of the original brown paper cover of 1857, 
with Governor Winthrop’s head upon it, and the old 
familiar imprint of Phillips, Sampson and Co. Inside 
we find reprints of notable articles from past issues, 
the first by Oliver Wendell Holmes. A shiny black 
slip case lends added dignity to this issue. 

Character and Personality is the title decided upon 
for the new quarterly first announced as Personality, 
and so alluded to in this department in our May- 
August issue. The English edition has the same 
name. September, 1932, was the first issue. An 
edition in German, called Charakter, was started 
several months earlier than these. 

Contemporary Japan is a new quarterly, on the 
same lines as Foreign Affairs. Vol. 1, no. 1, June,

1932, is now before us and is surely a very high-class 
review. It is published in Tokio with a price to 
America of $2.00 a year. We believe it is a periodical 
that will find a-place in all large public and university 
libraries. 

Journal of Business of the University of Chicago is a 
quarterly, and for the past two years the University 
of Chicago Press has also issued for the School of Com- 
merce and Administration a quarterly monograph 
called ‘‘Studies in Business Administration,”’ price 
$1.00 a copy, but free to subscribers to the Journal. 
Now, having issued eight such monographs, the plan 
has been changed ao vol. 5, no. 4, October, 1932, 
carries the monograph as a separate part called ‘‘Part 
2,” and it is also called ‘Studies in Business Admin- 
istration vol. 3, no. 1,” and being of smaller size than 
the Journal itself cannot be bound ever as a part of 
vol. 5. Another interesting thing about the October, 
1932, issue is that a ‘“‘Part 3” is also issued being the 
“Proceedings of the 14th Annual Meeting of the 
American Association of Collegiate Schools of Busi- 
ness.’’ This is the same size as the regular Journal 
of Business, but is separately paged and does not 
pre in the index to vol. 5, or even in the Contents 
of the October number. So in future years there will 
remain the misleading statement on the front cover: 
“This issue consists a 3 Parts,”’ when only the Part 1 
number will be found in bound volume 5, Journal of 
[funny] Business. 

Neighborhood. This periodical published at no 
regular time, but 4 issues to the year, has recently 
(in vol. 4, no. 4) printed a very useful ‘Bibliography 
of Settlement Literature,’ covering 1920 to 1931 — 
over 900 titles. Price, $1.00. 

Print Connoisseur, vol. 12, no. 1. One needs to be 
wise to fathom the rather intricate make-up of this 
first 1932 issue. For here we have continuing chap- 
ters of two bibliographies run together, without any- 
thing to show where one stops and the other begins. 
In fact, page 57, the beginning of ‘‘Check List of por- 
traits of Gen. Winfeld Scott” starts off in the middle 
of a sentence, yet looks like part of the previous 
article. If we pull apart our issues and make up 
these tidecsantiion as whole works, their pagination 
will not run in consecutive order, for the pages are 
oo of the magazine from which the article has been 
ifted. 

Wilson Bulletin for Librarians thinks itself immune 
from bibliographical damage. On pages 147-8 of 
the November issue, there is printed a dotted line 
along the inner margin, with this inscription: ‘Tear 
out here and you will not damage the magazine.” 
Just try it! and if a magazine with two pages torn 
out is not damaged, we wonder what we have been 
collating magazines for since 1889. 

Young Catholic Messenger. I was asked by a 
school library to place a subscription to this magazine, 
and tried to do it. Imagine my feelings, on being 
refused this privilege, when I read a circular the pub- 
lisher enclosed, wherein he said to his subscribers 
that he did not deal with agents, and any agent 
trying to get a subscription was therefore an imposter, 
and to call the police while engaging him in conver- 
sation. Guess I'll take a gun along when I go hunting 
subscriptions in future; I’d so hate to be captured 
without a struggle. Ave Maria, in contrast to the 
Young Messenger, tells me that if I get a subscription 
it is forever mine. Publishers will refuse to receive 
a renewal from any other agent, in order to protect 
my business. Now isn’t life still sweet. Won't you 
send me an order? 
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For the Air Minded 


Air Transportation, November, 1932, vol. 8, no. 5, 
has appeared, and everyone may now be ‘ ‘up in the 
air” to know where that volume and number came 
from. 

Apparently Airports and Airlines went into a nose 
dive and was submerged in Aviation Engineering last 
April, after issuing vol. 8, no. 4, and the first com- 
bined issue was vol. 6, no. 5, May, 1932. But in 
November, Airports and Airlines, renamed Air Trans- 
portation, comes up again as vol. 8, no. 5, having 
apparently released itself from Aviation Engineering, 
after vol. 7, no. 3, September, 1932, and now flies 
under its own power once more, resuming its own 
volume number, vol. 8, no. 5, November, 1932. But 
there was an earlier Air Transportation starting in 
October, 1927, which ran, or rather flew, till vol. 14, 
no. 11, November 22, 1930, when its name was 
changed to Aeronautical Industry, which came down 
to earth April 25, 1931, with vol. 16, no. 12, and was 
merged in Airway Age. 

Slipstream started up in 1919 and changed its name 
to Atrway Age after vol. 9, no. 6, June, 1928, and 
Airway Age kept aloft until October 3, 1931, vol. 13, 
no. 14, when it was taken over by Aviation Engineering, 
which had started in October, 1928, and now goes 
smoothly on, with the new Air Transportation also 
in the field as competitor. 

And then there is Aviation (formerly Aviation and 
Aeronautical Engineering), which has just started its 
32d volume (January, 1933), and Aeronautical Engi- 
neering (one of the sections of the Transactions of 
the American Society of Mechanical Engineers), which 
has no connection with Aviation.

The enormous growth of our colleges and univer- 
sities, the increasingly important place of the library 
in their work, and the rapidly mounting storehouses 
of books that modern educational methods demand, 
make this book exceedingly useful and timely. Mr. 
Gerould, with his long experience in University 
library work, in both the East, the North, and the 
West of our country, has the best possible back- 
ground, understandingly to study the problem of the 
college library, its building, its collections, and their 
accessibility to those dependent upon them. A 
recent trip to more than fifty such institutions has 
resulted in a handbook now available to all, which, 
giving the experiences of many, sets up definite 
standards for progress. The chapters treat The site; 
The program and plan; Reading rooms, seminar 
rooms, browsing rooms; The circulation desk, the 
catalogue, coat rooms and lavatories; The book 
stack, treasure room, maps and archives; The admin- 
istrative offices, order and cataloguing rooms; The 
equipment of the building — flooring, lighting, heat- 
ing and ventilation, prevention of noise; Costs. Thus 
we see how comprehensive this little book is, and it 
may be interesting to those who are interested to 
compare it with that 1912 volume by Charles C. 
Soule, who gave a summary of best methods at that 
time of ‘How to plan a library building for library 
work”, of which we still have a few copies for sale.

GILLETTE, CHARLES R. Burned books: Ne- 
glected chapters in British history and literature. 

‘‘No one cares today what a theologian writes: but 
it is easy to picture the New England Watch and 
Ward Society publicly burning ‘“‘Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover’? at Marrymount in Walloston, or a mixed 
throng of the D. A. R. and Retired Rear Admirals 
holding an auto de fé at Harpers Ferry over the 
Socialist and Communist platforms. The spirit of 
intolerance and suppression is probably as strong as 
ever in the world, but it takes new and subtler forms. 
It is therefore necessary for a liberally minded person 
to be familiar with the history of the freedom of the 
press, and Mr. Gillette, Librarian Emeritus of Union 
Theological Seminary, has done a useful piece of 
work in gathering information of the attempts under 
English rulers from Edward I. to Victoria to suppress 
completely certain books which were thought to be 
subversive to Church and State. That such attempts 
could hardly be really as effective as the guardians 
of church and state hoped, is obvious, because once 
type is set up, the chances of an impression from it 
surviving are pretty good. The futility, the absurdity, 
and the ridiculousness of censorship is evident. Mr. 
Gillette has done his work well, and if the book 
lacks something in spontaneity, it makes up for it 
in careful scholarship. It is a necessary reference 
work in the history of books and literature, and has a 
chronological list and an index.” (Sat. Rev. of Lit.,

A SELECTIVE BIBLIOGRAPHY OF RECENT ROYAL BIOGRAPHIES 
By Helen Bowman 
PREFACE 


This biography has been compiled with the purpose of presenting in convenient form as complete a list as 
possible of outstanding royal biographies of recent years, written in English or appearing in English trans- 
lation. It might be well to admit frankly at the outset that an ardent personal interest in this class of book 
has been the chief motivating force which has led to the gathering of this material. But, one does not prepare 
an extensive bibliography to satisfy his own whim. Observation of the comparatively large number of royal 
lives which have been produced in the past few years and which are still being turned out has led me to believe 
that there is yet, despite, or, it may be, because of, the decline in royal accessions to European thrones since 
the war, a wide interest in personages of royal blood, their lives and their activities. From the library point 
of view, the list is justified by the practical use to which it may be turned in preparing folders, briefer lists, 
displays, and exhibits. 

The selection has been, perforce, somewhat arbitrary. As to the time limit, the period from January 1, 
1925, to June 1, 1932, has been chosen to bring the list within the confines of reason as to length. As to lan- 
guage, only those biographies appearing originally in English, or for the first time in English translation, are 
included. Sources have included the A. L. A. Booklist for the period covered, the Publishers’ Weekly for the 
same dates, and the card catalog of the History division of Cleveland Public Library. The checking of English 
trade publications doubtless would have yielded numerous titles to augment the list. As to the subjects of 
the biographies, only European kings and emperors, queens and empresses, their consorts, and princes, prin- 
cesses, dukes and duchesses of royal blood have been considered. Innumerable biographies of greater or lesser 
nobility have been omitted for this reason. 

The arrangement is as follows: the first division is by country (of which the personage was or is ruler or 
the hereditary title of which he held or holds) alphabetically; in the second place, the subjects are arranged in 
order of precedence by rank, that is, all the kings and emperors precede all the princes and dukes, although the 
very first name on the list seems to be an exception to this rule: (Maximilian, Archduke of Austria, comes before 
his elder brother, Franz Joseph, Emperor of Austria, not because of precedence in rank, but because he, too, 
was an emperor — of Mexico — and because, chronologically, his life belongs to an earlier period). After 
rank, chronology is the decisive factor in arrangement, the subjects of the biographies being set forth in the 
order of the dates of their lives. Under subject, the royal person’s autobiography, memoirs, letters, diaries, 
and other self-revealing writings precede books about him. Works about Their Royal Highnesses are arranged 
under the subject alphabetically. If there are two titles by one author, the arrangement is alphabetically 
by title. Collective royal biography, unless it is concerned chiefly with the court of one monarch, comes last 
under country, and collective European biography comes last of the entire list. 

The compiler has endeavored to give the following bibliographical information about each book: author, 
title, editor, translator, place, publisher, date, pagination, indication as to whether or not the book is illus- 
trated, price, and brief descriptive annotation. The prices of English books have been omitted. Wherever 
there is known variation, the title under which the book was published in England is given in a note. The 
sources of the reviews from which notes are taken are indicated at the end of the quotations. The unsigned 
annotations have been supplied by the compiler. 

There is an author-title index in one alphabet.
